Residential Tax Exemption 
No Panacea, Koch Says

Mayor Thomas Koch 
signaled. a reluctance to 
sign off on a residential 
tax exemption for Quincy 
homeowners. should _ the 
City Council approve such 
a measure but stopped short 
of saying he would veto it. 
Koch, in a recent inter- 
view, said approving such 
a tax break for homeowners 


would just shift the burden 
elsewhere. He also defended 
the city’s taxes, citing ser- 
vices various departments 
provide. 

City Councillors Nina 
Liang and Brian Palmucci 
earlier this year introduced 
legislation to accept the 
portion of state law which 
grants a tax exemption to 
residents. who own and oc- 


cupy their own homes. The 
exact amount of the exemp- 
tion would be determined by 
the council. 

Liang, in an earlier inter- 
view with The Sun, said the 
council could hold hearings 
on the proposal as soon as 
this spring. One key point 
that will be discussed at 
those hearings is how the 
city would make up for

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Plastic Bag Ban Starts 


March 1 With 90-Day 
Transitional Period 


Quincy’s prohibition 
on plastic retail bags will 
launch next week with a 90- 
day transition period prior 
to any enforcement to allow 
retailers and consumers to 
get accustomed to the new 
law. 

The law takes effect on 
March 1, and the transi- 
tion period will last until 
June 1, meaning that stores 
will have the opportunity 
to deplete current stocks of 
single-use plastic shopping 
bags prior to any fines being 
levied in accordance with 
the law, city officials said 
Tuesday. 


The transition will also 
provide time for a “Bring 
Your Own Bag” public edu- 
cation campaign _that en- 
courages residents to use re- 
usable bags for all of their 
shopping. While enforce- 
ment won’t begin until June, 
residents and businesses are 
also encouraged to begin 
working within the law as 
soon as possible. 

Under the law, stores can 
charge for recyclable paper 
bags and for re-usable bags. 

A full copy of the ordi- 


‘nance can be found online at 


quincyma.gov. 
The law defines plastic 


shopping bags as point-of- 
sale (carry-out) plastic bags 
provided to customers by re- 
tailers. The bag ban does not 
include produce bags, bags 
used to wrap frozen food, 
meat or fish to prevent con- 
tamination, laundry or dry 
cleaner bags or newspaper 
bags. 

_ After the transition pe- 
riod, the law is subject to 
enforcement by the city’s li- 
censing board. Following a 
written warning, the penal- 
ties for retailers using retail 
plastic bag are $50 and then 
$100 for each subsequent 
offense.

Koch Recused From Police Hirings 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Mayor Thomas Koch has 
recused himself from the 
latest round of police hirings 
because his son is among 
the candidates being consid- 
ered. The hiring process will 
instead be led by a former 
state public safety secretary. 

Police Chief Paul Keen- 
an, who is the mayor’s 
brother-in-law, 
recused from the hiring pro- 
cess. 

Koch, in a recent inter- 
view, said the city is look- 
ing to hire 20 or more police 
officers in the near future. 
Those patrol officers will fill 
vacancies created by retire- 
ments and new slots for pa- 
trol officers the mayor will 
propose adding in the bud- 
get for the fiscal year that 
begins July 1. 

“Ore of the challenges 
with both police and fire is 
that you have so many re- 
tirements every year, and 
they are not always expect- 
ed,” Koch explained. “You 
can plan when a guy or girl 
is going to be 65 — they have 
to retire — but a lot of them 
get out well before that and 
you don’t necessarily know 
ahead of time. Then you’ve 
got injuries and other things 
that happen.

“You end up with these 
openings or unfilled posi- 
tions, sO you’re never at 
full complement, so we’re 
always kind of chasing your 
tail.” 

“With the police, we’re 
probably going to be in the 
20s range,” the mayor add- 
ed. 

“Each year we’ve incre- 
mentally gone up on person- 
nel in police and fire. Back 
in the ‘70s, I think they 
patrolmen, at 
like 188. When I took office, 
it was like 141. We’re at 164 
and in the new budget we’re 
going to go to 170. 1 don’t 
know that we’ll ever get to 
188, but because we’re a 
city that has grown, I think 
it’s appropriate — you can 
never have enough patrol- 
men. That’s a given when it 
comes to a city or an urban 
area.” 

The mayor has recused 
himself from the process 
because his son, Cornelius 
Koch, is among those can- 
didates eligible to be hired. 
Koch has appointed Dan- 
iel Bennett to oversee the 
process; Bennett, a former 
prosecutor, was the state’s 
public safety secretary dur- 
ing Gov. Charlie Baker’s 
first term in office. 


“I certamly knew my 
son took the exam, I knew 
he scored well, but, with 
the amount of veterans on 
the list, I never thought we 
would get near him,” the 
mayor said. 

“When it became clear to 
me that he was within strik- 
ing distance, that’s when I 
made the decision. I got a 
hold of my solicitor and said 
I’ve got to step out of this 
process. We did that, I did 
what I needed to do under 
the ethics laws, I notified 
the city clerk and appointed 
Dan Bennett. 

“He’s an attorney, a very 
credible, respected guy. I 
called and asked if it was 
something he would do, 
and he said he would love 
to do it. Essentially, the pro- 
cess was turned over to him 
working with the investiga- 
tors. The Police Department 
has people who do all of the 
background checks on all 
the candidates and all that 
stuff. 


“There is a process here. 


Obviously, you’ve got to 
take the test. That’s the start. 
You’ve got to get through a 
background check. You’ve 
got to get through a physical 
exam and a psychological. 
Then the names start com- 


ing up for me to appoint. 

“We're waiting on his 
report and then we’ll move 
from there.” 

Koch said he would like 
the hiring process com- 
pleted soon, so the city can 
secure seats at the various 
police academies within the 
state to train the new patrol 
officers. 

“There are academies 
around the state and the 
seats fill up,” Koch said. “It 
is imperative to get them 
done as quickly as we can.” 

Cornelius Koch is a 2019 
graduate of St. Joseph’s 
College of Maine, where he 
majored in political science 
and was captain of the la- 
crosse team, his father said. 
He is currently working for 
Suffolk Construction. 

The mayor said his son 
has long been interested in 
pursuing a career in law en- 
forcement. ' 

“He always expressed 
an interest in law enforce- 
ment,” Koch said. “How 
that was going to manifest 
itself — whether it was local 
police, customs, who knew? 

“He’s got a decent job 
with Suffolk Construction 
and doing well there, but if 
it’s a passion, it’s a passion.” 


Half Of U.S. Adults Have Been Targeted 
By Impostor Scams, Says AARP Survey 


With 2020 Census Pending, Findings Show 
Many May Not Recognize Expected Census Scams

Impostor scams continue to target large numbers of 
Americans, and as the federal government launches the 
2020 Census, a majority may be susceptible to phony Cen- 
sus correspondence or telephone calls, according to results 
of a survey recently released by the AARP Fraud Watch 
Network. 

The study, “The Impostors: Stealing Money, Damaging 
Lives,” focused on government impostor scams, in which 
criminals pose as representatives of agencies such as the 
IRS, Social Security Administration or Census Bureau; and 
relationship scams, when fraudsters pretend to be a relative 
or someone seeking a romantic relationship online. Re- 
searchers also probed the effects of fraud schemes on in- 
tended victims. 

Nearly half of U.S. adults (47%) reported that they have 
been targeted by an impostor scam, according to the AARP 
survey. The Federal Trade Commission received 647,000 
reports of imposter scams during 2019, more than any other 
type of fraud; the FTC says government impostor scams in- 
creased more than 50 percent over 2018. 

The Decennial Census presents a new opportunity for 
the criminals who impersonate government officials, and 
AARP’s survey shows that many consumers may be at risk: 

¢ Seventy percent of respondents were incorrect or un- 
sure about whether the Census Bureau would contact them 
via email. Invitations to participate in the Census actually 
will be sent via U.S. mail. 

¢ More than a third (35%) expect or are unsure whether 
the Census questionnaire will ask for their Social Security 
number. The Census Bureau says it will never ask for sensi- 
tive information such as Social Security number, bank ac- 
count information or passwords, or request payment of a 
160; 

“We've learned that scammers are very shrewd and 
adept at capitalizing on current events,” said Mike Festa, 
AARP Massachusetts State Director. “The Census has been 
in the news, so most people are expecting to hear soon from 
the Census Bureau. Scammers will use that to their advan- 
tage as they aim to deceive people into ae sensitive 
information of handing over money,”.:.: 

“!. Invitations, to: respond to the Daceistiial Conus will 


be mailed to U.S. households in March. Responses to the 
Census questions may be submitted online or via mail or 
telephone. By May, Census workers will begin visiting or 
contacting households that have not yet responded. 

The toll of imposter scams goes beyond the financial 
impact, according to the AARP survey. Among those who 
have been targeted and/or victimized, 18% reported that 
they experienced health problems or émotional distress as 
a result of the encounter. People ages 18 to 49 reported 
health or emotional issues at a higher rate than those age 50 
or older. 

Among other findings of the survey: 

¢ Forty-five percent of people age 50 and older have been 
contacted by a government impostor, as compared to 35% 
of those ages 18 to 49. 

* Two in five U.S. adults use dating websites, apps or 
online social groups to find potential dates or romantic part- 
ners. Of those, half encountered one of the “red flags” of 
romance fraud, including requests for money. 

* The majority of U.S. adults are at least somewhat famil- 
iar with government impostor scams and relationship scams 
(including romance fraud and the grandparent scam) -- indi- 
cating that efforts by AARP and other consumer advocates 
to increase public awareness are working. However, 

* Fifty-five percent of survey respondents failed a 
10-question fraud safety quiz.

You have likely heard or 
read by now that the Boy 
Scouts of America has filed 
for protection under Chapter 
11 of the federal bankruptcy 
protection laws so that they 
may financially restructure 
themselves to responsibly 
address the mounting legal 
claims as well as ensure the 
fiscal solvency of the corpo- 
ration going forward. 

Even one case of child 
abuse is reprehensible and 
unacceptable, yet the Boy 
Scouts of America failed in 
the past to properly protect 
some of its members from 

Fortunately, the 
BSA has learned alot from 
their past mistakes and now 
have developed one of the 
safest youth development 
programs in the world and 
has repeatedly won awards

Garage Bond Issue 
Faces Struggle 


The $1 million bond issue sought by Mayor Arthur Tobin 
to add two floors to a downtown-parking garage faced tough 
sledding at a special meeting of the City Council. 

The proposal required a two-thirds vote of the council or 
Six votes to pass, and a Quincy Sun survey prior to the meet- 
ing showed two councillors against it, one not voting, one 
undecided and one unavailable for comment. 

“T can’t see bonding city money for construction of the 
garage,” said Council President Leo J. Kelly, who. said he 
planned to vote against the bond. “It just opens us up to 
other problems.” Councillor Stephen McGrath also said he 
planned to vote “no” on the bond proposal. 

Councillor Francis X. McCauley, who is president of the 
Presidential Cooperative Bank, said that he would not vote 
on the issue for fear of conflict of interest since his bank is 
on land that figures in another phase of the project.

Seafood Pot Pie 
Made With Dumplings 


By MARIE 

Most everyone likes seafood, baked, 
broiled or in a chowder or stew. There are 
so many things that can be done with all 
kinds of fish. 

Today’s recipe is for a seafood pot pie 
made with dumplings. You can either use 
ready-made biscuits or make your own 
dumplings. 


Ingredients: 


12 ounces of scallops (I used large 
scallops) 

12 ounces of medium sized shrimp, 
cleaned and deveined. 

2 cups of frozen vegetables (I used 
mixed vegetables) 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons of oil 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 cup clam juice or seafood stock 

% cup of milk 


In the oil, sauté the scallops and shrimp. 
When done, set aside. Next you will make 
the cream sauce. 

In a pan heat the butter, add the flour 
making a roux along with the seafood stock 
and the milk, cook and stir until it thickens. 
Add the two cups of frozen vegetables. (I 
used a combination of mixed vegetables.) 

Stir in the vegetables in the cream sauce 
then add the cooked shrimp and scallops stir 


until well blended and then turn off heat af- 
ter a couple of minutes. 

Then add dumplings and you can also 
use biscuits. 

You can make this dish in one big pan on 
top of the stove or you can put the seafood 
mixture in individual ramekins, top with 
dumpling mixture and bake in the oven at 
350 degrees until dumplings start to get 
golden brown on top. 


Dumplings 
Dumpling Batter 


1 and 1/3 cups all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

% teaspoon of salt 

2/3 cup of 2% milk 

1 tablespoon of butter melted and 
cooled slightly 


In a medium bowl whisk together flour, 
baking powder and salt. 

In a separate bowl, combine milk and 
melted butter. 

Add milk mixture to the dry ingredients, 
stirring until flour is just moistened do not 
overmix. 

Spread batter evenly on top of the sea- 
food mixture. 

If using a ramekin bake in a 350 degree 
oven for 25 to 30 minutes until dumplings 
are lightly browned. 


Baba Ghanoush (With Skin)

Sometimes referred to as eggplant cavi- 
ar, Baba Ghanoush is a Middle Eastern dish 
that is easy to make and heart healthy as 
well. Most recipes recommend taking the 
skin off after roasting but the dark purple 
skin contains an incredible amount of im- 
portant fiber, antioxidants, vitamins and 
minerals. I always suggest eating the skin 
on everything if you can. 

It is important to roast long enough and 
to get eggplants with thinner skin. 

One large organic eggplant or several 
smaller ones with thinner skin. 

2 tablespoons organic extra virgin ol- 
ive oil and more for roasting 

1 tablespoon organic tahini 

1 tablespoon organic lemon juice 

1 teaspoon organic cumin 

2 cloves organic garlic minced 

% tsp smoked paprika 

Minced organic parsley 

Sea salt and pepper to taste 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees 

Quarter the eggplant lengthwise and 
brush with salt and olive oil. 

Place eggplant quarters on baking sheet 
with parchment paper and put into your pre- 
heated oven. 

Roast for about 45 minutes or more in 
order for the skin to be nice and soft. 

Remove and let cool. 

After cooling cut in chunks and mash 
with the garlic, cumin, lemon juice, tahini, 
salt and pepper to taste as well as you can. 
It will not be as smooth as if you were to 
take the skin off prior to mashing (which 
you totally can) but again, lots of health 
benefits to the skin staying on. 

You can also put it in food processor or 
blender to make extra smooth as well. 

Drizzle with olive oil and garnish with 
minced parsley. Serve with pita, crackers or 
raw veggies as a dip or top a salad, put on a 
sandwich, its great with just about anything.

Pseudomonas is a com- 
mon bacteria found all over 
the world in soil, water, 
and plants. Certain healthy 
people even have strains of 
it growing on their skin on 
moist parts of their body, 
like their armpits or geni- 
tal area. If you’re in good 
health, you could come into 
contact with pseudomonas 
and not get ill. 

Pseudomonas infections 
typically occur when the im- 
mune system has been pre- 
viously weakened. This in- 
fection can occur in various 
parts of your body. These 
germs can survive in pools, 
hot tubs, and even on dirty 
contact lenses. 

Commonly, the most se- 
vere infections happen in 
the hospital where people 
are already sick. In excess 
of 50,000 of these hospital- 
related infections happen 
in the United States each 
year, and can prove life- 
threatening to those most at 
risk, particularly if they are 
affected by certain strains 
that don’t respond to drugs. 
The most common type that 
humans get is Pseudomonas 

Symptoms of 
Pseudomonas Infections 

Pseudomonas infections 
can develop in different 
parts of the body, including: 

& Lungs 


* Eyes and ears 

¢ Skin 

* Blood 

* Bones and joints 

* Urinary tract 

* Heart valves

Risk Factors 

Fealthy people in gen- 
eral are at a low risk for 
contracting pseudomonas 
infections. However, a few 
groups may be more suscep- 
tible than others, including 
people who inject drugs, 
as well as young African 
American males seeming to 
have a greater risk of heart 
valve infections. Addition- 
ally, pregnant women have a 
greater risk due to hormone 
changes that can affect their 
immune system. 

Hospital patients face the 
greatest risk, particularly if 
they have a: 

¢ Breathing machine 

¢ Catheter 

¢ Wound from surgery 

¢ Severe burn

Treatment for 
Pseudomonas 

If you have symptoms 
of Pseudomonas infection, 
your healthcare provider 


will typically take a sample 


of blood or other body fluids 
to confirm the type of bac- 
teria causing your infection 
and to assist in determining 
which medicine will work 
most effectively. 

Oral or intravenous anti- 
biotics are commonly used 
to treat Pseudomonas infec- 
tions. Topical creams are 
used to treat pseudomonas 
skin infections, while ear 
and eye infections would 
usually require antibiotic 
drops. Particular symptoms, 
such as hot tub folliculitis 
(inflammation of the skin 
where hair follicles grow), 
usually subside without 


treatment. 

Lung, heart, and blood 
issues may require long- 
term treatment with antibi- 
otics, while other symptoms 
or particular situations may 
require a combination of 
medicines. 

It is important to note 
that some jmfections, in fact 
approximately 6,000 each 
year, become drug resis- 
tant, failing to respond to 
antibiotic regimens. These 
infections may require spe- 
cialized treatment, drainage, 
and possibly surgical inter- 
vention. 

Keep in mind that ap- 
proximately 400 people 
each year die from a pseu- 
domonas infection. It is vi- 
tally important to remember 
that if you are prescribed an 
antibiotic prescription for 
your infection, you must 
finish the entire prescrip- 
tion, even if you feel better. 
Failing to do this may cause 
the infection can remain in 
your system, making it more 
difficult to treat.

¢ Remove and clean your 
swimwear aS soon as you 
get out of a pool or hot tub.

AAA Study: Older Men Struggle More Than Women When Cutting Back On Driving 


As older adults reduce 
their driving, men report 
struggling more than wom- 
en and having fewer re- 
~ sources for making impor- 
tant life decisions. 

According- to new re- 
search from the AAA Foun- 
dation for Traffic Safety, 
when compared to women, 
men over 65 who have re- 
duced driving in the last year 
report lower levels of social 
support when it comes to 
advice, suggestions and in- 
._ formation about issues they 
may be facing. 

“When it comes to older 
drivers, data from our study 
suggests there are social 
support differences between 
older male and female driv- 


ers,” said Mary Maguire, 


director of Public and Leg- 
islative Affairs for AAA 
Northeast. 

Of the study’s nearly 
3,000 participants, 1 in 5 
older drivers reported reduc- 
ing driving in the past year, 
with more women, 57%, 
than men, 43%, saying they 
had cut back on driving. 

“Men and women who 
have reduced driving re- 
port similar levels of care 
and emotional support from 
friends and family, but older 
male drivers find it harder 
to seek out advice and guid- 
ance,” Maguire said. 


Past AAA Foundation re- 
search has found that many 
older adults reduce their 
driving, .or self-regulate, 
to daytime, short trips, or 
familiar locations due to 
health issues and it can lead 
to overall declines in life 

“Cutting back on driving 
may threaten older drivers’ 
sense of independence and 
emotional well-being, and it 


_ limits their ability to main- 


tain social ties, remain ac- 
tive and engaged, and man- 
age healthcare,” said AAA 
Northeast Senior Public Af- 
fairs manager Diana Imondi. 
“Just like planning ahead 
for financial and healthcare 
needs in retirement, finding 
out more about local mobil- 
ity choices — even before 
they are needed — can allow 
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an older driver to plan for 
the day when it makes sense 
to limit or stop driving.” 
AAA suggests older driv- 
ers and their famili¢s speak 
with their physicians in ad- 
dition to exploring alterna- 
tive forms of transportation 
and recognize that these op- 
tions may complement their 
driving. Transportation al- 
ternatives vary from city to 
city, so AAA suggests the 
upsiaen 
¢ Carpooling — Sharing 
a ride with friends or neigh- 
bors is one way for older 
adults who limit driving. 
¢ Public Transporta- 
tion — When available, city 
buses, light rail and subway 
systems are great ways to get 
around: By planning ahead, 
an older driver can build up 
a comfort level with public 
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transportation services to 
prepare for a time when he 


_ or she may have to limit or 


stop driving. 

¢ Local Transportation 
Services — If the cost of a 
taxi or difficulty walking to 
a bus stop are obstacles to 
Using public transit, an older 
adult could benefit from us- 
ing low-cost, community- 
based transportation ser- 
vices. 

¢ Ridesharing — If older 
adults have a smartphone, 
they can download a ride- 
share app to help with local 
transportation. 

Initiating a conversation 
about safe driving with an 
older driver, especially a 
parent, is challenging for 
most people. While there 
is no simple or easy way to 
address the subject, AAA is

McInnis explained job 
shadowing is an important 
aspect of the CVTE pro- 
gram. 

“This brings students 
into a company to give them 
an idea of what particular 
job or particular company 
would be like,” she said. 

This year, healthcare 
students shadowed the dis- 
trict’s nurses in middle and 
elementary schools assisting 
them in testing and record- 
ing hearing and vision tests 
as well as taking students’ 
height and weight. 

McInnis said the health- 
_care technology students 
are also offered placements 
at such clinical sites as day- 
care centers and nursing fa- 
cilities. 

Co-ops are available for 
metal and plumbing stu- 
dents and “live work” stu- 
dents in the automotive and 
culinary arts deal directly 
with customers. Culinary 
students prepare and serve 
lunches in the Quincy high 
School café and automotive 
technology students repair 
cars in the school’s six bays. 


Apprenticeships are 
offered electrical union, 
IBEW Local 103 and south 
Shore Hospital. 

“We continue to incorpo- 
rate apprenticeship opportu- 
nities for our students,” said 
McInnis. 

Internships are available 
in several fields includ- 
ing automotive, business, 
healthcare, and protective 
services. 

“We offer a multitude of 
options for our students to 
acquire real world experi- 
ences,” McInnis said. 

Quincy Access Televi- 
sion (QATV) for example, 
has CVTE students work 
in all television production 
areas such as directing, ed- 
iting, graphics, and videog- 
raphy. 

Longtime QATV_ em- 
ployees Mark Crosby and 
Jonathan Caliri, both gradu- 
ates of the CVTE film pro- 
duction program at Quincy 
High School, explained how 
the program provided the 
foundation for their careers 
and how it helps today’s stu- 
dents through internships. 

“We have seen the stu- 
dents come in with a lot of 
knowledge,” Caliri said. 
“We give them a little push 
so they’ll feel comfortable 


at the controls.” 

He added the students are 
also involved in producing 
their own programs. 

“They’re not just crew- 
ing shows, but creating 
them,” he said. 

Caliri said the internship 
gives students “real world 
experience of how to do a 
TV show.” 

Crosby said the interns 
provide “amazing contribu- 
tion” to the productions. 

Quincy High School stu- 
dent Salwa Shuman told the 
committee about her experi- 
ence interning at QATV and 
credited the CVTE program 
for providing such an op- 
portunity at the high school 
level. She now works part- 
time at QATV. 

“This program brought 
me a step closer to my ca- 
reer,” she said. 

North Quincy High 
School student Samaya 
Jabbar spoke about how 
the Project Lead the Way 
Engineering Technology 
program helped her prepare 
her career path. She brought 
a model of an amusement 
park she created through 3D 
printing and explained the 
eight months it took her to 
create. 

She credited her teachers 


for encouraging her to treat 
and deal with issues “like an 
engineer.” 

McInnis said that among 
the goals for the CVTE pro- 
gram this year are incorpo- 
rating more mathematics, 
expanding Credit for Life 
and financial literacy skills. 
The district is also preparing 
for the state Department of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education coordinated pro- 
gram review visit that will 
take place in April, 2021.

Ask a tee: Will Selling 
Large Asset Affect 
Wife’s Social Security?

Dear Rusty: If I have reached full retirement age 
(FRA) and wish to sell a $500,000 asset, will it affect 
my wife’s Social Security if we file jointly? I have heard 
that it will affect my Medicare (the amount withheld 
each month) but she still has three more. years before she 
can receive benefits. Is it better to liquidate assets be- 
fore she reaches FRA if we will be penalized? Would her 
Medicare be affected as well as mine? Signed: Planning 
Ahead 

Dear Planning: Only earnings from working can 
affect Social Security (SS) benefits, so passive income 
from selling a large asset won’t affect your wife’s future 
Social Security benefits (nor yours). However, if your 
“combined income” from all sources (which is your Ad- 
justed Gross Income plus any other non-taxable income 
you may have, plus 50% of your SS benefits) exceeds 
certain levels, your Medicare premium will be subject to 
the Income Related Medicare Adjustment Amount (IR- 
MAA) rule, which will add a supplemental amount to 
your base Medicare Part B premium. If your combined 
income (including that sold asset) for the 2020 tax year is 
between $326,000 and $750,000 then your Medicare pre- 
mium for 2022 will be at least $462.70 (I say “at least *’ 
because the Medicare Part B premium can increase each 
year). 

The IRMAA premium increases on a sliding scale 
starting at $174,001 of combined income for a married 
couple filing jointly ($87,001 for an individual). If you 
liquidate that large asset this year, it will be reported on 
your 2020 income tax return which will be filed in 2021... 
That will mean that your Medicare premium for 2022 
will be affected by IRMAA, and so will your wife’s if 
she has enrolled in Medicare at age 65 in 2021 (which 
she need not do if she has other “creditable” healthcare 
coverage through an employer). 

So, should you liquidate that large asset before your 
wife reaches her SS full retirement age? It doesn’t matter 
for Social Security purposes because that passive income 
will not affect your wife’s SS benefit. But, if your wife 
enrolls in Medicare at age 65, her Medicare Part B pre- 
mium, as well as yours, will be subject to IRMAA and, 
thus be considerably higher than the standard premium 
of $144.60 (the amount for 2020). Note that if your com- 
bined income for the following year is low enough to re- 
duce your IRMAA premium, the Medicare premium will 
revert back to the lower level. Medicare typically uses 
income data from 2 years ago to determine current year 
premium, so they wouldn’t normally change your IR- 
MAA premium back until they receive your income data 
for the previous year from the IRS. But, it is possible for 
you to contact Social Security earlier and provide them 
with proof that your income is now lower than reported 
in a previous year (causing the higher IRMAA premium) 
and they will adjust your Medicare premium sooner than . 
they otherwise might.

Crispo said703 
absentee ballots had been 
cast as of early Tuesday.

Monday and will continue 
through Friday. | 

In Quincy, early voting 
is taking place inside the 
lower level of the James R. 
McIntyre Government Cen- 
ter (Old City Hall) at 1305 
Hancock St. during business 
hours, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Crispo said 323 voters cast 
ballots on Monday during 
the first day of early voting. 

All told, she expects 
nearly one quarter of those 
who vote in the primary will 
do so by early or ‘absentee 
balloting. 

“T am hoping people will 
take advantage of it,” Crispo 
said. | 

Crispo’s staff will use a 
new high-speed scanner at 
City Hall to count the early 
ballots cast this year, unlike 
the November 2016 presi- 
dential election, when early 
ballots’ were sent to indi- 
vidual polling places to be 
counted.

Three states have held 
contests to date, with South 
Carolina holding its primary 
this Saturday. 

In the initial results for 
the Feb. 4 Iowa caucus, Pete 
Buttigieg, the former mayor 
of South Bend, Indiana, won 
more delegates, 13, than 
any other candidate. Bernie 
Sanders, a Vermont sena- 
tor, won the second highest 
number of delegates, 12, 
and was first in total votes. 
Massachusetts Senator 
Elizabeth Warren finished 
third with eight delegates, 
followed by former vice 
president Joseph Biden (six) 
and Minnesota Senator Amy 
Klobuchar (one). 

Sanders topped the field 
in the New Hampshire pri- 
mary on Feb. 11 and But- 
tigieg was runner up; both 
won nine delegates that 
night. Klobuchar finished 
third, winning six delegates. 
Warren and Biden placed 
fourth and fifth in the Gran- 
ite State, but neither re- 
ceived enough votes to earn 
a delegate. 

Sanders won again this 
past weekend in the Nevada 
caucus, finishing with near- 
ly half of the county con- 
vention delegates at stake. 
Biden was runner up and 
Buttigieg finished third. — 

Sanders, who was frun- 
ner up for the Democratic 
nomination in 2016, car- 
ried Quincy four years ago. 
He bested Hillary Clinton, 
who wound up winning the 
nomination, 49.41 percent 
to 46.71 percent in Quincy. 
Clinton won statewide, 
however, finishing with 49.7 
percent of the vote to Sand- 
ers’ 48.3 percent. 

On the Republican side, 
President Donald Trump, 
who ts seeking a second 
term, cruised to victory in 
Iowa and New Hampshire. 
Trump received 39 of 40 
delegates at stake in Iowa 
and all 22 available in New 
Hampshire. William Weld, a 
former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor, received the other 
delegate in Iowa. 

There are 41 pledged 
delegates to the Republi- 
can National Convention at 
stake in Massachusetts and 
814 overall on Super Tues- 
day. There will be a total: 
of 2,440 pledged delegates 
available in the Republican 
primaries. 

A dozen other states will 
hold GOP primaries on Su- 
per Tuesday and Alaska will 
hold its party convention 
that day. There were no Re- 
publican primaries or tau- 
cuses between New Hamp- 
shire and Super Tuesday. 

Trump carried Quincy in 
the Republican primary four 
years ago, receiving 53.71 
percent of the vote. Trump 
won the Massachusetts pri- 
mary with 48.99 percent of 
the vote. é

Patrick McDermott, who 
is not related to Jerry Mc- 
Dermott, is not seeking re- 
election as register of pro- 
bate this year.

The county 
commissioners appointed 
him to the seat in May 2017 
following the resignation of 
Joseph Connelly; Timilty 
retained the seat in a spe- 
cial election two years ago 
and the winner of this year’s 
contest will be elected to a 
six-year term. 

Timilty has drawn one 
challenger so far, Brad 
Croall, a Quincy Democrat 
and the incumbent Ward 2 
councillor. 

The two county commis- 
sioner seats at stake this year 
are held by Joseph Shea, a 
Quincy Democrat and for- 
mer city clerk, and Francis 
O’Brien, a Dedham Demo- 


crat. O’Brien has announced 
he will not run this year. 

Shea is seeking is re-elec- 
tion and has pulled nomina- 
tion papers to run for a new 
four-year term. In addition 
to Shea, Dennis Guilfoyle 
has pulled papers to run for 
county commissioner. Guil- 
foyle is a Democrat and a 
Dedham selectman. 

No more than one county 
commissioner may be elect- 
ed from the same city or 
town, meaning any Quincy 
residents running for a seat 
would be competing against 
Shea.

somebody else’s taxes are 
going to go up. It’s not the 
panacea that some of them 
believe it is,” the mayor 
said. 

“I believe our chief as- 
sessor, Colleen Healy, has 
had some sit downs with 
some of them on it. I think 
it’s a great, popular, politi- 
cal issue to throw out. Ev- 
erybody wants their taxes 
lowered, but it’s much like 
the old days when they pro- 
posed giving cuts to seniors 
on water rates — somebody 
else has to pick up the in- 
crease then.” 

Quincy . already taxes 
residential and commercial 
properties at different rates, 
Koch noted. The difference 
between residential and 
commercial tax rates is the 


highest allowed under state 
law. 

“We are maxed out on 
the commercial side. They 
pay 175 percent, so they 
are already paying a max,” 
Koch said. “If we’re drop- 
ping someone else’s taxes 
through a program, you still 
have to raise a minimum 
amount to meet the bills and 
meet the budget. Where are 
we going to make that up? 

“You may be eligible for 
the decrease, but because 
you’re getting decreased, 
the guy next door to you 
might go up. Somebody has 
got to pay, and I say that re- 
spectfully.” 

When asked if he would 
veto the tax exemption if 
councillors were to approve 
it, Koch said it was too soon 
to say. 

“T don’t want to speculate 


at this point because I don’t 
know that there has really 
been enough deliberation 
about it at the council level 
to make any heads or tails of 
it at this point,” he said. 

“I do know in my ex- 
perience over the years, if 
somebody is getting a break, 
somebody else is picking up 
the tab.” 

Property taxes pay the 
lion’s share, roughly 75 per- 
cent, of Quincy’s municipal 
budget. State aid funds about 
14 percent of the budget and 
the remaining 11 percent 
comes from local receipts, a 
category that includes vari- 
ous revenue streams such as 
motor vehicle excise tax, the 
local option meals tax’ and 
fees from building permits. 

Quincy had the 122nd 
highest average  single- 
family tax bill out of the 


332 communities ranked 
by the state Department of 
Revenue in 2019, the most 
recent year for which data 
was available. The average 
single-family home in the 
city was valued at $466,552 
last year and the tax bill for 
that property was $5,855. 

Koch said the services 
offered in Quincy are among 
the best in the state and the 
city’s residents do not have 
to pay for items some other 
communities charge for on 
top of taxes, such as trash 
disposal or all-day kinder- 
garten. 

“Our budget is a good 
budget,” the mayor said. 
“When I say good budget, 
I think it really respects the 
values of our city. Strong 
education. Strong public 
safety. The residents of the 
city have good services. 


When they call, the get im- 
mediate response. They get 
good service and it costs 
money to do that. 

“T’ve said it a million 
times: We fall right in the 
middle in Massachusetts 
of where we are in taxes. 
We’re at the top of the heap 
on services. You show me 
a community that delivers 
more and better services 
than Quincy; I think you 
would have quite an argu- 
ment if you pointed one out, 
because I don’t see it. 

“There is a balance to 
everything. A lot of com- 
munities, [residents] pay for 
trash to be picked up, for 
example. Some communi- 
ties still pay for kindergar- 
ten. The city provides damn 
good services for what you 
pay in taxes.” 


“We have a great city,” 
Koch added. “I think the 
budget is strong and it is re- 
flective of the tremendous 
services the people of the 
city get. Very few commu- 
nities, for example, pump 
out basements. We’ve got 
these storm events, we go 
to private homes and pump 
out basements. Somebody 
gets a sewer backup, you 
go to some of towns around 
us, you’ve got to call Mr. 
Drain...Our sewer guy 
comes down within a half 
an hour and they are clean- 
ing the sewer lines out and 
helping people get out of 
that mess. 

“I don’t care what area 
you point to. Our response 
times for first responders are 
as good as anywhere. All 
that stuff costs money.” 


License Board Warns Downtown Restaurant Over Dumpster

The managers of a Quin- 
cy Center restaurant were 
brought before the city’s 
licensing board after the 
eatery was cited 10 times in 
recent months for having its 
dumpster left on the street 
and were given 30 days to 
remedy the situation. 

The managers of the res- 
taurant said they would ar- 
range a meeting with own- 
ers of other establishments 
on the same block as they 
try to find a solution. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners on Feb. 18 
held a hearing on the cita- 
tions issued to The Shaking 
Crab, a seafood restaurant at 
22 Cottage Ave. 

Health Commissioner 
Ruth Jones said the restau- 


rant’s dumpster has been 
found on Cottage Avenue on 
multiple occasions starting 
the last week of December, 
including times when it has 
been left in a handicap park- 
ing spot. The problem con- 
tinued, with some breaks, 
into February. 

The restaurant has been 
ticketed at least ten times 
since the end of December, 
Jones said. 

“It is unacceptable for 
that trash container to be out 
on the street. It is unaccept- 
able for that trash container 


to be in a handicap parking . 


spot,” she said. “I don’t feel 
like The Shaking Crab is 
doing enough to take care of 
the situation.” 

Simon Manandhar, the 
restaurant’s operations man- 


ager, said The Shaking Crab 
has one of eight dumpsters 
located in a fenced-in alley 
off Cottage Avenue. The 
Shaking Crab, he said, uses 
one trash contractor while 
other restaurants whose 
dumpsters are in the same 
alley have a different con- 
tractor. 

Manandhar said the con- 
tractor used by the other res- 
taurants wheels The Shak- 
ing Crab’s dumpster out of 
the alley to access the other 
containers and doesn’t put it 
back. The Shaking Crab, he 
added, has surveillance vid- 
eo showing the other trash 
contractor doing so. 

“It’s not even our trash 
company that’s dragging 
it and leaving it there,” he 
said. 


Manandhar said he is 
looking to find a way to rem- 
edy the situation. He sug- 
gested his restaurant could 
switch trash contractors or 
chain its dumpster down so 
it couldn’t be moved from 
the alley without a key. 

Susie Chan, who also 
works for The Shaking 
Crab, suggested she could 
meet with the owners of 
the restaurants who use the 


' same alley to work on a so- 


lution. 

“I understand the frus- 
tration,” Chan said. “If we 
could get everybody to- 
gether that has a trash bar- 
rel back there and work out 
a system...maybe we could 
work something out.” - 

One idea Chan raised 


was moving The Shaking 
Crab’s dumpster to a spot in 
the alley furthest away from 
Cottage Avenue. She and 
Manandhar said their dump- 
ster had been in that spot 
previously but was moved 
for unknown reasons to the 
spot closest to the street. 

“We can guarantee that 
our trash company will pull 
it all the way out and push it 
all the way back in and we 
can be responsible at that 
point for making sure ev- 
ery day that they are doing 
that,” Chan said. 

Jones said she would 
be willing to meet with the 
owners of The Shaking Crab 
and other nearby restaurants 
to address the matter. 

“I. wouldn’t be against 


having a meeting with ev- 
erybody there...to get this 
settled for once and for all 
because this is a major is- 
sue,” she said. “In the mean- 
time, it’s still your responsi- 
bility to keep that dumpster 
off the street and out of the 
handicap spot. It’s just not 
acceptable.” 

City Clerk Nicole Cris- 


po, the board’s chairwom- 


an, said a month should be 
enough time to find a solu- 
tion. 

“Hopefully we can come 
back and look at this in 30 
days and see where you're 
at,” Crispo said. “Work with 
them-to make it better so 


that trash is never out on the. 


Street again — especially in 
a handicap spot. It’s totally 
unacceptable.”

the item. The second appro- 
priation, $270,000 for the 
new truck, was approved 
7-0. 

The money for the ap- 
propriations will come from 
the city’s state-certified free 
cash. The city has just over 
$2 million in free cash re- 
maining following those two 
votes Monday and a third 
appropriation of $65,000 for 
costs related to next week’s 
presidential primary. 

Ward 6 Councillor Wil- 
liam Harris said it is impor- 
tant to provide each of the 
newly hired firefighters with 
two sets of turnout gear to 
minimize their exposure to 
carcinogens and other harm- 
ful material they can en- 
counter at the scene of a fire. 

“The new gear for the 
new recruits is really es- 
sential. These folks that are 
coming on, they should be 
given every opportunity to 
stay safe,” Harris said. 

“That bell is going to 
ring, and they are going to 
come help the citizens of 
Quincy. We need them to 
be safe. Having two sets of 
gear is important.” 

The $270,000 appropria- 
tion will match a $545,000 
grant the city received to 
purchase. the new fire en- 
gine, according to Joseph 
Jackson, the city’s acting 
fire chief. Jackson said the 
new truck would replace 
Engine 2, which is stationed 
at the North Quincy fire- 
house. 

Councillor Noel DiBona 
welcomed the use of a grant 
to offset the purchase price 
of the new truck. 

“Anytime that. we can 
leverage any type of other 
funding to piggyback upon, 
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not paying it out of pock- 
et...is always a win-win,” 
he said. “It helps us out, so I 
am glad to support this.” 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr. said it 
was important that the Fire 
Department has the person- 
nel and equipment to keep 
up with the growth of the 
city. 

“T’m certainly glad to see 
the additional equipment 
coming in, the additional 
firefighters going on and 
seeing the trucks are fully 
manned, because...we are 
building a lot and the de- 
mands that are coming upon 
the Fire Department are go- 
ing to be great,” he said. 

The city had more than 
$8 million in free cash, 
money that is on hand but 
unencumbered, _ certified 
by the state last fall. City 
councillors in December 
approved Koch’s request 


to appropriate $2.9 million | 


towards the general fund 
to reduce property tax rates 


and $2.59 million to various. 


reserve accounts, leaving 
$2.59 million in free cash 
available before Monday’s 
meeting. 

Councillor Anne’ Ma- 
honey said she would sup- 
port the appropriations in- 
troduced Monday but was 
concemed the amount of 
free cash the city had on 
hand in the fall was too high. 

“I will approve those, but 
I am very concerned about 
the fact that the taxpayers of 
the city of Quincy are really 
stressing and hurting,” she 
said. “We keep over budget- 
ing and coming back with 
these enormous amounts of 
free cash.” 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci echoed the same 


sentiment. 

“I appreciate Councillor 
Mahoney’s sentiment _re- 
garding the taxpayer. I share 
the same concern about the 
quote-unquote free cash that 
we end up spending up here 
every year that is left over 
from the prior year budget,” 
he said. 

“T think it’s probably no 
coincidence that, over the 
past several years, what we 
spend free cash on has been 
specifically dedicated to the 
fire service and the police 
service, because, at least 
from where I sit, those are 
things that I am very rarely 
going to say no to, support- 
ing the folks who are out 
there literally risking their 
lives.” 

City Clerk Nicole Crispo 
said the additional $65,000 
was needed for election 
costs to offset the impact 
of an increase in the state 
minimum wage from $12 to 
$12.75 that went into effect 
Jan. 1. The city, she said, 
has hired 324 poll work- 
ers for the March 3 primary 
and they are paid minimum 
wage. 

In addition, Crispo said 
the appropriation would

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On Sunday Feb. 16, at approximately 7:40 p.m., Officers 
Francis and Millane were dispatched to the Walgreens Phar- 
macy located at 330 Hancock St. for a report of a larceny in 
progress. 

While in route to the incident, Quincy Police Commu- 
nications notified responding units that the suspects fled 
the store towards McDonalds (located at 275 Hancock 
St). Upon arrival at Walgreens, the Officers interviewed 
the store manager and front clerk who said they observed 
a male and female in the store with Walgreens merchandise 
inside a Walgreens bag. The employees suspected the pair 
were about to begin shoplifting or already had shoplifted. 

The pair (suspects) approached an inventory scanner in 
one of the aisles and removed it from its docking station 
and then concealed it in the male’s pocket. The employees 
added the scanner is valued at approximately $3,000. The 
suspects then exited the store and this is when the Police 
were called. A physical and clothing description of the sus- 
pects was given out to all Police units. 

Officer Millane proceeded to the North Quincy train sta- 
tion to try to prevent the suspects from hopping onto the 
next train. He located them on the platform and questioned 
them. They initially denied having been in Walgreens but 
then handed over the hand-held scanner, calling it a cell 
phone and claiming he found it and did not steal it. 

Officer Francis arrived on the train platform where Of- 
_ ficer Millane had the suspects detained and informed them 


they were under arrest for larceny over $1,200. The male” 


suspect was placed under arrest and handcuffed. 
As Officer Millane started to place handcuffs on the fe- 


male suspect, the male became 
belligerent about being arrested 
for finding the “phone” (the scan- 
ner). The female then became 
hostile and resisted arrest and 
being handcuffed. Her shout- 
ing and screaming caused many 
bystanders to stop and turn to 
observe her actions. The female 
stiffened her limbs and jumping 
up onto the bench to avoid arrest. 
As the female did this, the male’s 
behavior further deteriorated and he attempted to stand-up 
from the bench, but he was quickly subdued and proned out 
on the bench. 

The female increased her hostility and further attempted 
to escape the officer’s grasp, so he radioed for additional 
help.

South-West now open and 
the project now approach- 
ing formal closeout, we are 
hopeful that the time has 
come for the Squantum El- 
ementary School to be ac- 
cepted into this program,” 
he said. 

Koch, in the interview, 
said he planned to hire an 
architect and hold public 
meetings on the new school 
this spring. 

“I’m probably going to 
begin a process this spring 
with the Public Buildings 
Department and hire an ar- 
chitect to do some initial 
concepts and have a pub- 
lic meeting or two talking 
about egress and what could 
be and where it will be with- 
out getting into all the spe- 
cifics of the programing,” 
the mayor stated. 

Harris said doing so 
could help expedite the pro- 
cess 

“When our number is 
called, we will be ahead of 
the game,” he said. 

Located on  Huckins 
Avenue, the Squantum E]- 
ementary School was built 
in 1919 and an addition 
was added in 1971. City of- 
ficials said the facility has 
not seen any substantial im- 
provements since then and 


the building lacks the space 
needed in a modern elemen- 
tary school. 

“There is no question 
about the need for the proj- 
ect and for the families I 
represent in Squantum and 
North Quincy,” Harris said. 
“I would respectfully re- 
quest again my colleagues 
join in supporting this im- 
portant step forward.” 

The city also intends . 
to build a new elementary 
school in West Quincy at the 
site of the former St. Mary 
School. Koch said the city 
would begin the process of 
securing MSBA funding 
for that new facility once 
Squantum is underway. 

“Once that is under- 
way...we will take a hard- 
er look at St. Mary’s,” he 
said. “You can’t have too 
many projects going on at 
the same time and have the 
School Building Authority 
participating in it, because 
they have to deal with a lot 
of school districts.” . 

In addition to the South- 
West Middle School, the 
replacement for the Sterling 
Middle School that opened 
last spring, the city has part- 
nered with the MSBA to 
replace two other buildings 
over the past decade. The 
new Quincy High School 
opened in 2010. followed 
three years later by the new 
Central Middle School.

The City of Quincy, under the provisions of Article LXXXIX, Section 8 of the Amendments 
of the Constitution of the Commonwealth, hereby petitions the General Court to enact the 
following legislation in substantially the same form. 

An Act Establishing a Special Account for 
the City of Quincy 
Traffic and Parking Rehabilitation and improvement Fund 

SECTION 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general or special regulation, rule or 
law to the contrary, the City of Quincy is hereby authorized to establish a special account to 
be known as the “City of Quincy Traffic and Parking Rehabilitation and Improvement Fund”. 
The purpose of such fund is to provide revenue for the funding of traffic studies, road safety 
audits, signalized intersection inventory, equipment repairs, analysis and improvements to 
traffic and parking infrastructure in the City of Quincy and provide revenues to do all things 
necessary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow, pedestrian safety and bicycle 
safety throughout the City. Such special account shall be maintained by the City Treasurer 
of said City in a banking institution doing business in the Commonwealth, and expenditures 
from such special account shall be made subject to appropriation initiated by the Mayor upon 
the recommendation of the Commissioner of Traffic, Parking, and Lighting of said City and 
approved by a majority vote of the City Council. 

Contributions to such account shall be made by applicants for building permits for the 
construction, erection, improvement, reuse or rehabilitation of land or the buildings thereon 
for industrial, commercial, multi-family and residential uses. Excluded however, shall be one, 
two.and three family residence(s) if the owner will occupy said residence for at least one year 
from the date of completion. The method and amount of such contribution from said private 
sources shall be as determined by ordinance, but shall not exceed one percent of estimates 
construction costs. Said ordinance shall provide for the method of determining the amount 
of each contribution from such applicants based upon their anticipated number of occupants 
by each and for the particular kind of development contemplated. 

Appropriation from time to time may be made by said City into said special account for 
the purpose of providing additional funds for aforesaid improvements to do all things neces- 
sary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow and pedestrian safety throughout the 
City. 

Said City Treasurer shall be authorized to invest monies in said special account and 
the interest accruing shall inure to the benefit of the special account. Such account shall be 
maintained in accordance with generally accepted principals and shall be audited annually 
with the cost of such audit charged to said account. 

SECTION 2. The Director of Traffic, Parking Alarm and Lighting for the said City may 
make applications for available state and federal government grants for improvements to do 
all things necessary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow and pedestrian safety 
throughout the City and to pledge any and all such sums of money in said special account 


_ with the City for any such matching grants for the construction, improvement, repair and 


rehabilitation of-said traffic equipment and infrastructure. 

SECTION 3. The City Auditor shall file jointly with the City Council, the Mayor, the Trea- 
surer of said City, and with the Bureau of-Accounts, a written report relative to such special 
account established in Section 1. Said report shall be made within one hundred twenty (120) 
days after the books of accounts are closed for each fiscal year. Such report shall include a 
financial statement relating to the operation, maintenance and expenditures made under the 
said special account. The City Council may review and comment on said report and may file 
such review and comments with the State Auditor.

Phrenology Head --- Med- 
icine has come a long way 
since the early 1800s, when 
phrenology was an ac- 
cepted theory of diagnosis. 
It was said that each bump 
on your head covered a 
part of the brain that con- 
trolled a personality trait, 
like self-esteem, a destruc- 
tive tendency or religious 
interest. The bumps might 
show a.criminal tendency, 
but rewards and punish- 
ments could change ten- 
dencies. Now -considered 
a pseudoscience, phrenol- 
ogy was important in Brit- 
ain, Ireland and the United 
States because of the lec- 
turers who preached about 
it. Queen Victoria had the 
heads of her children read. 
By the 1840s, it had lost 
credibility in the United 
States. 

Brothers Lorenzo and Or- 
son Fowler became famous 
for making china phrenol- 
ogy heads that had “maps” 
of the zones marked on 
them. They are still the 
symbols of phrenology, 
and old heads sell for over 
$500; modern copies are 
inexpensive. A baby’s 
head called “The Character 
Baby,” rarely seen, was of- 
fered at a Canadian shop,

ferent circumstances,” the 
mayor said. “People that 
call for your help are in deep 
need, whether it’s medical, 
whether it’s a fire, whether 
it is a number of possible 
issues, you are going to be 
responding.”
